Though 83 compositions have been herein registered, there are however but 
75 parishes in the diocese, some of which having been twice commuted ; and though 
the above specified sums are the amount of these 83 certificates, yet 13,360/. 15s. Gd., 

3,367/. 19 s. 10 d., 9,992/. 15 s. 8<Z., is the true amount for which these 75 parishes 
stand commuted for, as appears by the records of this office. I have also to observe, 
that several sums, under the head “ Ecclesiastical,” are payable to the Incorporated 
Society for the Promotion of English Protestant Schools in Ireland, being the lay 
impropriators of several parishes in the diocese of Elphin, which will more fully appear 
by my returns of the 11th of January 1834 and the 21st of March 1835, none of 
which sums the beneficed clergy here receive, which makes me suppose that the whole 
of these sums more properly belong to the column “ Lay.”

A large number of no- 
tices were served by the landlords, to 
make themselves “ responsible but 
the further proceedings, in most cases, 
have been suspended, under the idea 
of contemplated alterations in the law.
